Shields Comments Upon Filley’s 
Action, 


While the Suave Rosenblatt Discourses 
of Preetorius, Henderson 
and Others. 


As published in yesterday’s Post-DISPATCH 
the Republican State Committee deposed Mr. 
Geo. H. Shields from the chairmanship, sub- 
stituting Chauncey I. Filley. Mr. Shields 
then withdrew from the meeting, which,af.er 
perfectingits organization. fgsued a call for 
the State Republican Convention to mz:et at 
Sedalia on the 14th of April. Late last even- 
ing Mr. Shields, who claims that the Fil- 
ley party had acted illegally, 
and did not properly represent 
the Republican party,issued a coun‘er call for 
a meeting of the Republican State Committee 
at Jefferson City on March 19, with the int n- 
tion of calling another State Convention. 
Thus there is every appearance of a split in 
the Republican camp. It was stated in the 
stalwart organ this morning that prominent 
Republicans would bring pressure to b:a 
upon Shieldsto revoke the¢all he had is- 


sued. 
SHIELDS TALKS, 


A FOST-DISPATCH reporter waited on 
Mr. Shields at his office and found him in con- 


verse with ex-Senator John B. Henderson, 
his law partner, and Mr.;Milo Blair, of Seda- 
lia. 

‘*Are you likely to withdraw the call you 
have issued?’’ asked the reporter. 

“No, sir, I am not, 1 do not intend revéking 
it, and there are not influences enough whicn 
could be brought to bear on me to make me 
do so.’’ 

‘*How can you sccure the attenuance of the 
committee*’’ 

‘IT say a majority of the committee is 
with me. Yesterday’s meeting was simply 
run by Chauncey I. Filiey anda crowd of 
bummers. Why should they want to depo-e 
me. Simply became ] am an anti-Grant man, 
Itoldthem that ifthey could pointio any 
action of mine by which I overrode the w sh 8 
ofthe committee I would resign, but they 
would noc do so.’ ”. 

Just at this juncture a 
Mercury delivered a_ tel-gram. Mr. 
Shields read it aloud, all but the 
signature:. ‘*‘The best wayto settle our 
diiiiculties is for both you and Tilley to rece 
sign.’ So ranthe telegram. 

‘*Mr. Fillev,’? remarked Senator Hender- 
son, *freminds me of a certain class of attor- 
neys who always presume that the opposing 
witnesses are their personal enemies.” 

Mr. Shieldssgain iterated his firm 
mination not to withdraw 
call, and also expressed the convic- 
tion that he would secure the 
meeting of a properly organized convention, 
which would send delegates and gain admis- 
sion to the Chicago Convention. Mr. Shields 
further remarked that he was not deposed by 
even a majority ef the committee. The full 
number of members was tweaty-eigh’, of 
whom twenty-four were either: present or 
represented by proxies. The motion to re- 
move him recéived only twelve votes, which 
included Mr. Filley’s.

. GRANT IN MEXICO. 


Visit to Orizaba—Sights, Costumes and 
Bull-Tailing. 
fOrizaba Cor. Chicago Inter-Ocean. J 

A visittothe Alemeda was next in order. 
The city is well situated for comparative ef- 
fect. The Alemada is as public Jardin des 
Plantes, in which various kinds of trees are 
the most conspicuous ornaments, though there 
are flowersof ali kinds growing there also. 
In the center are two fountains from which 
the people draw their supply of water, and 
the brown native women are there atall times, 
dipping up and carrying away the liquid in 
immense earthen jars on their heads. In the 
midst of this 

BEAUTIFUL TROPICAL GARDEN 

the visitor has only to cast his eyes up the 
bleak and barren mountains forthe contrsst. 
Qne stands here in the tropics, while ap- 
psrently buta few rods away rears the cloud- 
clspped Borega, where grow the grassesand 
‘shrubs ofanother zone. Ifthere issuch a 
thing as a town unestiing among the hills, 
then this city nesties, foritis built at tne 
very foot of tbe grandest range of the Sierras. 

While the travelers were paying a visit to 
these places, two great coucies,or omnibuses, 
were Lroughbt out, anil as soon a3 the vehicles 
were filled we were off to the picnic, for that 
was the style of entertainment of the day. It 
Icoked a little strange at first to offer such ear- 
riages forthe use ofthe guest of the nation; 
but it was soon evident that anything less 
substantial would have fared badly. fhe 
streets and road leading out ofthe town are 
as rough as huge cobbie-stone pavements can 
make them. There was aconstant§ rocking 
and jumping, with now and then a pass with 
the gutter that runs in the middle ofthe 
street, in which it seemed doubtful whether 
the six mules thatdrewthe machine would 
conquer or the ditch prove impregnable to the, 
assault. The mules always got the best of it, 
however, though in doubiful cases the travel- 
ers alighted with great agility, being in a good 
humor, and williugto do anything to help 
along, except to assist in Carrying over the 
coach.

Here 
was a sacrifice to an idol in precisely the same 
form asthe forefathers of these Indians em- 
ployed before the white men came into their 
country and changed tke names of all their 
gods. They used to offer flowers and fruits to 
a deity of an unpronounceable name. Now 
there were flowers brought devoutly, and with 
the most careful adoration were placed in and 
about the niche where hung a picture of St.- 
Anthony, the patron of the valley. 

The next advance took us to the scene of 
the ewes point in the entertainment of 
the day.. A little plateau of, perhaps, fifty 
acres Was crossed by the vehicles to the farth- 
er sive, Where was drawn up in dress-parade 
the Seventeenth Infantry, finely equipped, and 
with the air of vet¢rans. The uniform of the 
Mexican soldiery, thatis, the best troops, is 
of dark blue, tr:mmed with red, and looks 
extremely well.

Skirting the cleared space 
where stood the bower, on the one hand -was 
the hiil, on the other the river, with mount- 
teins rising to the sky. 

Now came sqinething new, the ‘*bull-tail- 

4 ing,’’ a sport peculiar to Mexico, and one that

4 barbarous bull-fight. On the plateau where 
the regiment stood in line had gathered per- 
haps one hundred and fifty horsemen. Taen 
forty bulls were drivenfin, and corraled faa 
corner along two sides of the lot.

He 
was moving so rapidly, however, and was so 
powerful, that he brought the lariat straight 
with a snap, and threw his captor, horse, 
rider and all rolling over each other on the 
grass. It waS an exciting scene, but General 
Grant observed the bull with the broken leg, 
and another animal bayoneted by the soldiers, 
and, proba thinking that his presence 
caused the continuation of the cruclty, asked 
the Mayor to drive home, and the ‘{bull-tail- 
ing’’ was over. “I never saw this sport be- 
fore, and J shall never see it ppetn,”” he re- 
marked on his way back. 


‘“‘THE SALVATION ARMY.’’ 


The Advance Guard of a Great Mission- 
| ary Organization. 
[New York Special to Cincinnati Gazette, 11.1] 

Among the immigrants who arrived by the 
steamship Australia, from London, to-day, 
were eight persons, one man and seven 
women, dressed in a peculiar uniform, with 
red bands around their hats, and the inscrip- 
tion, in gilt Jetters, ‘*The Salvation Army.’’ 
They cairied two silk flags. Their coats 
(locse patrol cloaks) were trimmed with red 
cloth, and onthe collar was the letter ‘*S,’’ in 
gold for Captain, and red for Lieutenant. 
Tbeir names and titles were G.S. Kailton, 
Commissioner for America, and Sisters Gapt. 
Westbrook, and Lieuts. Coleman, Evans, 
Morris, Pearson, Shaw and Price. hey at- 
tracted much attention by their singiag, 
prayers, and religious services While in Castle 
Garden. 

Commissioner Kailton said: ‘*We come here 
for the purpose of extending the work ofthe 
‘Salvation Army,’ and will make our head- 
quarters in New York.’ 

**The organization is an army of men and 
women mostly belonging to the working 
classes, and many who have begn brought to 
Christ by its insthumentality from lives of 
immortality and ruttianism, and who are now 
vlad to spend all their leisure time in making 
known that salvation to others. A Methodist 
minister was led to establish the mission by 
noticing the immense multitudes in London 
who wenttono place of worship, and for 
whose conversion no special efforts were 
made. Hetooka stand, alone, in the open 
air, in the east end of London, in 1865, and in 
1879 had enlisted 122 corps, under command 


of 1% ofticers. They were using for 
services, weekly, 148 theaters, mu- 
sic hails, warehouses and other 


buildings, and were holding open air services 
at the rate of 45,000 annually, and indoor 
services at the rate of 60.000. There were 257 
persons employed as oflicers, ministers, mis- 
sionaries, colporteurs and Bible women, ‘and 
3,206 others ready to do service at any time. 
Our work is not sectarian, since we seek those 
who have no religion, and‘our service is that 
of the early Methodists so far as doctrines and 
principles are concerned, but our form of 
service is What might be called here an experi- 
ence incetinpg; it is not a society of unruly re- 
ligionists, aefying or rushing into conflict 
with order, law, and society, but an army for 
missionary purposes, and we hope to convert 
workers bere that we can send all over the 
United States.”’ The flag or banner has a red 
yround, With a blue Lurder, and in oae cor- 
neris a small Amerizan flag. In the center 
of the flag is a yellow ground, representing 
the sun, upon which are the words ‘*Biood 
and Fire,’’ ‘*New York, No. 1.”? 
Dogs as Animal Tamers.

Charles Rice died recently in Berlin, Prus- 
Sia, from injuries inflicted on him several 
months ago by aroyal Bengal tiger, in whose 
cage he was stthe time. Most of the wild 
beusts belonging to him urrived in New York 
on the steamship Khein, and were taken to 
the stables of Charles Reiche & Brother, 
Tenth-and Hudson streets, Hoboken, last 
Monday. It is known that tbe mere presence 
of an animal in the cage of others of different 


species, - no matter how savage or 
wild:” they may be, will some- 
times prevent them from fighting. Why 


this is so animal tamers can offer only theo- 
ries inexplanation. It is said that tigers and 
lions in the jungle will run from the presence of 
a dog as they do from that of aman, unless 
pressed by hunger or standing in defense of 
cffspring. Mr. Rice, before his death, as an 
experiment, and without much hope of sue- 
cess, introduced alarge dog, across betweea 
amastiffand abull terrier, into a cage con- 
taining two entirely untamed polar bears and 
a Russian black bear. The effect surprised 
him, Thedog immediately asserted a mas- 
tery over his companions, although any one 
of them cculd have killed him in two minutes. 
He seemed to feel the necessity of preserving 
the upper hand, and of not letting any one of 
them imbrue his teeth in warm ‘bluod. As 
soon as trouble threatens the peace-maker 
has but to show his teeth and gruwl in order 
to restore harmony. Mr. Reiche says he does 
not know of any other case where the native 
tierceness of a polar bear bas been quelied. 
Mr. Rice, before his death, used to euter the 
cage with this happy family and perform with 
them, though he did not dare to do so before 
the dog was introduced. The four brutes 
traveleu in the same cage across the Atlantic, 
and are yet together. With them, in the 
Ithein, came some African elephants, yaks, an 
Kgyptian ibex, African deer, kangaroos and 
monkeys. 
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Utilizing the Blind. 
 [C. K. Callagherin New York Herald. | 

There area great many blind persons in 
this State who are graduates of two sehools 
for the blind at New York and Batavia. ‘These 
persons have been compelled to leave these 
institutions, having been furnished with a 
trade and with implements therefor. But it 
has always been evident that no amountof in- 
stiuction or training can place them in, pesi- 
tion to compete with such as are possessed of 
the full use of their natural sense of vision. 
Why should not something be doneby the 
State to establish a means vf employment for 
the industrious blind witbin its territory’ 
Such institutions have been established and 
ure in successful operation in Edinburgh, 
Giasgow, Dublin, Cork, Liverpool, London, 
and by the generosity of private contrioutioas 
Pennsylvania has a working home for the 
blind established which is substantially seif- 
sustaining.. The State of New York by ap- 
plopriativg a small sum for the establishmenc 
of such an institujion for the blind, furnished 
with the necessary appurtenances to enable 
them to work at their trades, and connected 
with a home where they could board, paying 
areasonable sum for their maintenance from 
their earnings, would much relieve their 
present condition. Such an institution placed 
under the Management of competent trustees 
or Managers would certainly be a self-sustain- 
ing institution, und probably be a source of 
revenue to the State. The blind throughout 
the State of New York call for an expression 
of pubiic sentiment in their behalf. They 
Want to work, and ask the people to enabie 
them to procure legitimate enmployment. They 
ask to be considered not paupers, but people 
anxious to make their own living by the sweat 
of their brow under the fostering and charita- 
ble eyc of the State.

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MORE FAMINE. 


A District in Brazil Worse Off Tha 
Ireland. 

: [From the Boston Herald.1 

_ No famine of late years has been 80 severe 

and protracted as that which has existed ia 

the nortbern provinces of Brazil, andof which 

we have from time to time had distressing ac- 

counts. The “famine districi’’ lies between 

the rivers Parahyba and San Francisco, and is 

known asthe Sertao. The seasons are divid- 


subject to periodic droughts. The present 
drougbt—for it has not yet ended—began in 
1877, with the entire failure of the usual 
rains. ° The crops failed and the cattle died for 
want of food and water. By July of that vear 
one-third of the population were without sus- 
tenance; by November nine-tenths of the cat- 
tle in that. vast pastoral regivn had died, 


and the famished poor were without 
number. “The whole country was 
dried ‘up RO that not a& green 


leaf or a blade of grass could be seen, except 
along a few fertile hillsides.’’ 
continued through the year 1878, and then the 
people who had survived became frightened; 
aud thereewas agreat exodus, 590,000 leaving 
cne province alone,and at least 1oU,000 of them 
dyipg on the road. Great camps of fugitives 
were formed along the coast, and particularly 
about Fortaleza, a city of some 25,000 inhab- 
itants. More than 100,000 refugees crowded 
into it. Fever and small-pox broke outamong 
them, and they died by scores and hundreds, 
the death rate from small-pox alone footing 
up as high as SUS per day. This tremeng@pus 
cxodus and the indescribable sufferings of the 
wretched fugitives at last woke up the sleepy 
Government, and an extraordinary credit of 
$20,000,000 was voted for their relief, and was 
paid by an issue of paper money, not worth 
much because of the poor financial condition 
of Brazil. Mr. Smith visited Fortaleza and 
the deserted province of Ceara, and 
confirms all thathas’ been reported of this 
unprecedented calamilty,and now he ia in re- 
ceipt of letters from a Brazilian nobleman, 
now secretary of tbe province—and to whose 
philanthropical work alone'the saving of 10,- 
OLO lives is credited—in which he says the 
drought continues, and the state of things is 
worse than it was when Mr. Smith was there. 
The Government is still feeding 250,000 peo- 
ple, who are employed im various public 
works, laboring forthe mere s)bdsistence it can 
givethem. Out ofa population of 900,000 in 
the province of Ceara alone, 200,0U0 have died 
of starvation and 300,000 of pestilence. Of 
the survivors, two-thirds are fed at public 
expense. Butthe worst is to come if Gov- 
ernment aid is withdrawn, as it is reported it 
soon will be. The treasury has been drained 
and eredit exhausted. The future for the 
surviving population of Ceara, and of other 
famine-stricken provinces, is appalling, and 
ubless the drought is broken, or relief comes 
from abroad, the entire population will per- 
ish. ,

The Great Disturber. 
[Frout the New York Herald. J 


One of the most interesting theories advanc- 
ed by modern sciences is that which holds 
the planet Jupiter and one or two other 
prominentmembers of the solar system re- 
sponsible for Kearneyism, Nihilism, Rar- 
velli:m, and the performanses of a Demo- 
cratic Congress. At one pointin his orbit Jupi- 
ter is about 46,000,000: miles nearer the sun 
than he is when swinging along on the back- 
stretch. As he wheels inout of the cold and 
approaches the judges’ stand, it has been ob- 
served that the spot on the sun’s face begin to 
increase in number and magnitude, and that 
after be passes under the wire and sets out 
for more remote astropomical spaces the-spots 
gradually diminish and disappear until the 
sun’s face is comparatively clean once more. 
As Jupiter manages to get around to his per- 
ibelion pretty regularly, this sun-spot wave 
can be depended on to reach its maximum io 
pelicds or rather more than eleven years. It 
bas been observed, further, that there are 
secular variations inthe volume of the wave, 
something like a spring tide in spots recur- 
ringabout onecein fifty-six years, at which 
time Saturn aud some smaller planets have 
been detected bunching up with Jupiterin a 
suspicious manner around the sun. Altogeth- 
er the big pianet appears to be clearly impli- 
cated in the spots, and there is good reason 
10 believe that Saturn and the rest arein- 
clined to give him occasional aid and com- 
fort. 

Now the spots are the hottest portions of thé 
solar disc, or at allevents the more spotted 
the disc the hotter the sun. It follows, there- 
fore, that in every cycle of elever years we ex- 
perience a series of colder years and warmers 
years. Asthbe solar heat diminishes there is 


less evaporation and a consequent dearth of } 


rain; crops fail, distress follows, and then 
come popular discontent, revolutionary up- 
risings. and periods of demoralization during 
which California conventions frame crazy 
constitutions, Democratic legislatures plot to 
steal the State of Maine, and advanced think- 
ers in Russia blow up the winter palace of the 
Czar. There is notmuch encouragement in 
reflecting that these troubles will recurso 
lorg as Jupiter persists in revolving in anel- 
lipiical orbit. But there is some immediate 
comfort in the fact that we have now passed 
through the coldest years of the cycle and the 
sun-spot wave has fairly begun to rise. The 
stars in their courses have given over fighting 
against us for a few years atleast. Jupiter will 
belp to insure a Repubiican victory this fall; 
our world is swinging into more prosperous 
years; everybody except Professor Grimmer 
will be richer and happier; and even Semi- 
Solomon will probably be warmed up by the 
thickening spots into taking «amore cheerful 
view of the condition and prospecis of his fel- 
low-creatures.

It will be in Hungarian, but a 
German translation 1s already arranged, and 
no doubt both French and English translations 
will fellow. M. Kossuth resides at his villa in 
Cologne, a Village near Turin, where he has 
lived for nearly ten years. He is now 75 years 
old, but does not look more than 6).

SARBOU, THE DRAMATIST. 


His Condemned Play—Something of His 
Methods. 
[Paris Cor. ®. Y. Tribune. } 

BIfit were not for the attempt to assassin- 
ate the Czar, the whole town would be still in 
a commotion about Sardou’s “damned” piece, 
which is to be withdrawn next Tuesday from 
the Francais. lts failure will greatly reduce 
the dividends of that theater, on the boards 
of which it was rehearsed sixty-seven times. 
There is no more fidgety, exacting or tyrane- 
nical dramatic author than Sardou. He wor- 

ries actors and actresses, scene snifters, car- 
penters, decorators and costumers. A near- 
sighted man, he looks close into all the acces- 
sories, 2nd is not satisfied with toeir distant 
effect as it appears tohim through his lorz- 
nette. When his arguments fail to persuade’ 
a manager that scenic details should support 
microsropic examination, he ends by saying, 

‘‘Whenever tbe Prince of Wales comes to 
Paris be invariably goes to witness the per- 
formance of any of my dr: mas that are before 

the public, and between the acts he descends 

into the coulisses to chat with me and with 
the players. Wceuld Inot be mortified to 
death were his eye to fall there upon such 
trashy accessories as you try to palm off upon 
me?’ This shuts up the manager, who fin- 

ishes by giving in. 

Sardou is a very clever man but a poor 
dramatist. His cleverness is ia a certain bril- 
liancy of style and in the ingenuity of his plots, 
which have ever produced in me the effect of 
arebus. This ingenuity, which is accom- 
panied by address in gauging the public appe- 
tite and tastes and in plagiarizing from other 
dramatists, enchanted the idle women of the 
Empress Eugenie’s Court. They took pinch- 
beck and dross for true gold and real diamonds. 
In my opinion Sardou is not the equal of 
Scribe in aught but style; and he is very in- 
‘ fericr to—I shall not say Theodore Barriere, 
who in the intellectual order was a distant re- 
lation of Swift—but of Henri Monnier, the 
creator of M. Prudhomme. Shakspeare, when 
he found an old tragedy or comedy and adapt- 
edit, sublimated the personages he found 
therein by the power of his genius and the 
brightness of his wit. Sardou diminished 
Baizac’s Cesar Birolteau to make him fit into 
the coat of Pilleratin *“*Maison Neuve.” He 
reduced ‘‘ les Paysans’’ to the proportions of 
**Nos bons Villageois.”” Floupin is a diminu- 
tion of Homais in Flaubert’s novel, one of the 
Demoiselles Benoiton,ofthe Gencourts Renee 
Mauperin, and “L’Oncle Sam’’ is pirated 
wholesale from Alfred Assolant. 

Sardou has another gift of a secondary or- 
der. He intuitively knows how -to pack a 
house. Sardou always svatters the critics 
among friends of whom heis sure their ap- 
plause when the others are cold will warm 
them up. He was not ableto deposein the 
Francais of nearly so many places as ne would 
have had a right to give awav on the first night 
inanother theater. The key note was not 
therefore, struck by a picked audience, an 
‘Daniel Rochat’’ was proclaimed absurd, 
wearisome, devoid of literary merit and a 
homily in five acts, and several charming cos- 
tumes. ‘Lhis verdict 1 know is in contradic- 
tion with the rotiees of the play given in some 
of the Londcn dailies. I think it well to ex- 
plain the reason of the divergence of opinion. 
English newspaper managers, to make be- 
lieve in the great enterprise of their repre- 
sentatives abroad, instruct them to send criti- 
cisms of new dramas, which are to appear in 
London:a few hours after the plays are acted 
in Pars. Apparently they are telegraphed by 
special wire. Inreality they are sent by post 
and beforehand. But, toobtain admission to 
the full-dress rehearsal, some critics abandon 
ail independence. Every goose is trans- 
muted into & #£sWan. A ‘' wearisome 
tirade is made to pass for philosophical pro- 
fundity. Sentimentalism takes the name of 
poetry, and applause and enthusiasm are fur- 
nished gratis by the correspondent. In dis- 
cbarging this part of expressed or tacit con- © 
tract with the author of ‘**Daniel Rochat,’’ 
the Daily Telegraph on the morning of last 
Wednesday surpassed itself. The piece was 
damned as play never'was before in the 
Francais. The organ of Lord Beaconstield 
recorded enthus'astic,impassioned admiration, 
and spoke of the actorsand actresses as hav- 
ing in some degree contributed to the success 
of the drama of M. Sardou. 

Sardou is not content with making heaps of 
money and a-reputation for cleverness and 
skill in arranging plays. Heaspires to pass 
for a moralist and What the French term a 
remueur Pidees. We must preach, he must 
lecture, he must Win honorand glory as a 
social reformer. In ‘*I)anicl Rochat’’ he 
flung a stone at M. Naquet, and sapported as 
much as he dared the Papal thesis set forth 
in the last Encyclical, i.e. that acivil mar- 
riage isto be held of no account, the relig- 
ious ceremony being the only binding one. 

On the first night on which “*Dauiel Rochat”’ 
was performed it was hissed. On the second 
and tbird nights it was listened to bya yawn- 
ing audience. M. Sardou boasted toa repor- 
ter of the Gaulois that he reduced his plot be- 
fore he developed it into a drama to an alge- 
braic equation. Certainly, this homily, in tive 
acts, at which be has labored for ten months,is 
cry and unpoetic as any work of the late l’rof.

Predictions of Snowy and Wintry Weather 
for March and April. 


‘‘O]ld Probs” must have been dozing last 
night, for he woefully betrayed the confidence 
of his trusting followers. ‘*Weather colder 
and cloudy,’? wasO. P.’s prophetic utter- 
ance, but not a word did he mutter of snow 
or sleet. Consequently confiding humanity 
went to bed entirely unprepared for the me- 
teorological metamorphosis which  oc- 
curred during - the dawning hours 
of the day. When paterfamilias arose 
this morning and pulled back 


the window curtains he started all aghast. 
Snow, snow, everywhere greeted his vision, 
and he believed himself transported into the 
Land of the Laps. Wintry weather had come 
at last, and Paterfamilias shrugged his shoul- 
ders and shivered as he thought of the bodily 
discomferts that would attend him down 
town. The early cars were crowded eee 
their capacity—the passengers were picked 
tight as sardiaes; men hung on to the 
platform in the most impossible 
positions and every square inch of vantage 
ground was utilized. The horses steamed as 
they,tugged their heavy extra loads, as few of 
the cars were provided with additional horses. 
Very few ladies venturea out during the day 
and the only pedestrians to be seen were of 
the sterner sex, and they mufttlea up their ears 
with their ulster collars, and ensconced their 
hands deep down inthe depths of their pock- 
ets.

ADVENT OF THE STORM. 


The Snow King made his advent in 
St. Louis precisely at 6:15. He.had seat an 


avant courier inthe form of a sleet-fall, which 
commenced at 4:15 a.m. and acted as a pre- 
cursor of the snow-storm. Thecold weather 
set in from the northwest vesterday and the 
day before. Directly north the snow-fall has 
been light, but it is general in the East, while 
inthe South heavy rains have occurred. At 
Mempbis, for instance, 3.33 inches of rain fell 


during the last twenty-four hours, 2.75 
inches baving fallen in eight hours. At 


Nashville 1.58 inches of rain fell in eight hours. 
At Cairo 1.40 inches fell in 24 hours, and at 
Shreveport 1.13. In fact, throughout the 
South there bave been heavy rains, but in the 
North no precipitation bas so fay taken place. 
Throughout the country during the last 2! 
hours the weather has been cloudy and threat-
